f The office of the state WPA ad- 
ministrator is a fe<lcral, not a state, ' 
office. But certain Democratic pol- 
iticians, including Charles H. Mc- 
Glue, Gov Curley's campaign mana- 
ger, are having a gooti deal to say 
as to how the office ought to be con- 
ducted. They may not be desig- 
nating any individual who should be 
chosen to fill the office. But they 
are specifying an individual by

Gov Curley's vict»ry in getting

Surplus in Spite of, Not 
Because of Adminis- 
tration, He Says

BOSTON, Nov, .30,— Rep. Albert ;

The jubilant statement made by 
the Governor yesterday that the 
state would finish the fiscal year 
with a surplus in the genera! high- 
ways funds was termed "rather 
amusing" by Representative Bige- 
low, 

"Hard to Explain" 

He said: 

"As chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, it i.5 hard for me 
to explain the statements of the . 
Governor that the state end,'? the j 
fiscal year with a surplus, I see 
nolhins: to get excited about in the 
matter and without details, the 
bald .statement that there is a sur- 
plu.^ in the general and highway 
funds 13 somewhat amusing. There 
is nothing to be proud of in saying 
that the state finishes with a sur- 
plu.?; rather it would be a disgrace 
if there were a deficit. 

"One reason why there is a sur- 
plus this year is because of the 10 
per cent surtax law which yielded 
about $3,000,000 and offset increased 
appropriations. We wonder if it is 
the intention of the administration 
to continue the surtax indefinitely. 

"Perhaps the Governor has also 
forgotten that the 48-hour law for 
state institutional employes was 
mly In operation a few months for 
'his year, costing approximately 
;350,000. In coming fiscal years this 
aw will cost the .state an addition- 
U $1,650,000 annually. 

Another Factor 

"Another reason why there may 
)e a surplus his year is the rising 
Tiarket which yields increased in- 
leritance and corporation taxes 
ind thus revenues in excess of esti- 
mates. 

"As for the state tax not having 
■icen increased because of the thir- 
•een million dollar bond issue from 
:he highway fund, I can only say 
•,hat if a substantial portion of the 
lighw.ny fund is to be used to amor- 
:ize this debt there will be less 
available for transfers to (he gen- 
eral fund and the state tax will, 
lave to go up, 

"To summarize, it may well be 
laid there Is a surjjlus in spite of 
,ho administration and not because 
if It, And we don't know whether 
•he surplus is of sufficient size to 
make it a matter from which we

Prominent in the list is com- 
pulsory Insurance. It may be tak- 
en for granted thai there will be 
bills on this fighting que.stion again 
this year, just a^ there have been 
bills dealing with it for several 
years. 

The attention of the public is 
again directed to compulsory insur- 
ance as the preliminary skirmish- 
ing by agents to land the business 
begins. If there waa doubt about it 
before, there can be none now on 
the question of whether or not the 
average motorist will pay less for 
his insurance this year than he did 
last. On the average, he pays lit- 
tle, if any, less, and in some casea 
he pays more, despite the extensive 
tinkering with the question in the 
1935 Legislature and the tub ' 
thumping in connection with it. 

No Nearer Adjustment 

Reduced to simple essentials, the 
question to which Governor Curley 
devoted considerable attention and 
some promises in his campaign 
stands no nearer adjustment than 
It did when he took ofTice. Perhaps 
it will never be satisfactorily ad- 
justed, but the promises of the 
Governor, implied or otherwise 
stand a long way from being ful- 
filled. Hence, another attempt tt 
settle the matter may reasonablj 
'je anticipated in the 1936 session 
of the Legislature, with Commis. 
sloner Francis J. DeCelles offering 
i remedy. 

The metropolitan district expect- 
ed a reduction in rates. In som< 
msiances, it did get a reduction, 
but nothing to call for burning red 
fire or sending up rockets. In 
other sections of the sUte, the 
rates went up, to the accomplish- 
ment of claims that people out in 
the "sticks" were footing the bill 
for the benefit of the more thickly 
populated areas in the Boston sec- 
tor.

Political Considerations 

There are political considerations 
involved in the insurance situation. 
The Metropolitan District has long 
•>een howling for lower rates. Ap- 
parently it expected to benefit con- 
siderably in view of the Governor's 
campaign utterances on the mat- 
er. It hasn't yet. Perhaps it won't. 
If it doesn't there are political 
possibilities to consider, and prob- 
ably the Governor will consider 
them. 

Therefore, compulsory insurance 
legislation may be anticipated. It 
may be a proposal that would 
greatly reduce coverage, but it wllj 
be something calculated to reduce 
rates. And while this type or any 
other type of insurance bill is be- 
ing presented. Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles Frank A. Goodwin will 
probably not be idle. 

"Either set up a state fund or 
abolish compulsory insurance al- 
together," sums up Mr. Goodwin's

What Does It Mean? 

Much has been said and written 
concerning Governor Curley's ap- 
pointment of Philip J. Philbin, one 
of Sen. David I. Walsh's secretaries 
to the unpaid Advisory Board ol 
the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission. To many this seems to 
be an indication that the long 
standing breach between Governor 
Curley and Senator Walsh is being 
closed, and that soon cooing doves 
will flutter from beriboned cages 
to swoop .'t benediction over a great 
reconciliation. 

This may be so, since both the 
Governor and the Senator have 
personally refrained from placing 
any interpretations on the Philbin 
appointment. Again, it may no! 
be so and may be utterly devoid of ■' 
any significance, so far as a union ■ 
of these two prominent figures in 
the Democratic party is concerned. 
Behind a cupped hand a man who 
would seem to be in a bit of a 
position to know how the Governor 
feels has whispered, in effect; 
"Don't get excited, for it doesn't 
mean a thing." 

So far as Senator Walsh has been 
concerned in his long political 
career, he has been pretty success- 
ful in traveling on his own. Being 
a good politician he has never 
spurned aid, of course, but under 
present conditions it would seem 
that he would not be compelled to 
lean too heavily upon the Gover- 
nor. If all the rancor and bitter- 
ness of the last pre-primary con- 
vention between the Curley and 
Walsh-Ely forces has been adjust- 
ed, if the postmaster appointment 
in Boston ,-ias been tossed entirely 
lut of consideration, th'en, indeed, i 
perhaps Mr. Curley and Mr. Walsh 
will soon be clasped in warm em- 
:)race. 

Strange Spectacles 

Politics can and often has pro- 
duced some strange spectacles. 
Sometimes the inner feelings are 
concealed and a pretty picture Is 
presented for the benflt of the 
public. 

However, in reading great signi- 
ficance Into the Philbin appoint- 
ment, the attitude end utterances 
of Former Gov. Joseph B. Ely can- 
not be entirely overlooked. Some 
weight must be attached to what 
Mr. Ely says. He retired from office 
without being licked, and as a 
Democratic piarty figure is one who 
commands no mean amount of 
strength and whose word on any 
matter of public import le awaited 
with interest — and listened to. 

Only recently, he took another 
fling at the National admini.9tra- 
tion which, his opinions indicate, 
he thinks is heading into a state 
socialism, if not already pretty 
well arrived at it. He has declined 
to give Governor Curley any sup- 
port for election to public offica 
and has viewed etate and natlonral 
success of the Democratic ticket 
as a matter of somewhat more or 
leas Bn open question. 

Close Bond 

The bond and alliance between 
Mr. Ely and Senator Walsh has 
been close. Mr. Ely hae very plainly 
indicated his attitude toward Mr. 
Curley. Mr. Curley reciprocates 
right heartily on every occasion. 
Therefore, It would seem that Mr. 
Curley and Mr. Ely neither love 
nor admire each other. This being 
so, how far would Senator Walsh

It all sounds very confusing. Of 
course, politics are confusing any- 
wiiy, when tested according to the 
standards of generally accepted 
logic.

LOCAL POLITICS 

By W. E. MULLINS 

So much comment, friendly and other- 
wise, has been provoked by the great recon- 
ciliation between Councillor Coakley and 
Gov. Curley that the councillor Anally has 
decided to put on his old make-up as senti- 
nel in the watch tower and tell the people 
vvhy he now believes that Mr. Curley is the 
greatest Governor in 50 year.s. 

Mr. Coakley is going on the air tonight 
to tell a radio audience that (1) he was 
wrong when he used to explain in consider- 
able detail that Mr, Curley was the worst 
mayor that Boston ever had, or (2> that a 
great change has come over the man he now 
exalts as superior to Coolidge and Walsh, 
Cox and Ely, Fuller and Russell, Guild and 
Foss and all the others since Ben Butler. 

There was a time when every ear was at- 
tuned to the radio receiver as the Coakley 
fans listened to his dissertations on Mr. Cur- 
ley. Not even Amos 'n' Andy or Rudy Val- 
lee or Jack Benny could compete with Mr, 
Coakley when he was discussing his favor- 
ite subject. Some of us, of course, arc still 
skeptical, but he is a convincing orator. 

While Mr. Coakley is on the radio to- 
night, let us hope that he will have the cour- 
age to digress from his topic long enough to 
tell us how he proposes to vote in the coun- 
cil next Wednesday on the Governor's nom- 
ination of Councilman Thomas H. Green to 
succeed James M. Hurley as state civil ser- 
vice commissioner— and why. 

He could also make this forthcoming dis- 
cussion something of a classic if he would 
agree to discuss what he proposes to do if 
and when the Governor heaves the hatchet 
in the direction of Lt.-Col. Paul G. Kirk, the 
public safety commissioner, and at Maj. 
George J. Cronin, the state purchasing 
agent. Come on, Dan, make it a really in- 
teresting broadcast. 

LT.-GOV. HURLEY EMBARRASSED 

The nomination of Mr. Green has been 
a source of embarrassment to Lt.-Gov. 
Joseph L. Hurley. He is torn between two 
emotions. He wants to continue his un- 
broken record of loyalty to Gov. Curley and 
he wants to avoid being placed in a position 
of hostility to Senator Walsh and former 
Gov. Ely who made Jim Hurley the civil 
service commissioner. 

Messrs. Walsh and Ely had considerable 
to do with making Joe Hurley the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, but Mr. Coakley is under no 
such obligation to them. He decided he 
wanted to sit in the executive council and 
he went out and got himself elected with- 
out their permission, so he is somewhat of 
a free larfre on the proposed confirmation. 

Only one of the Governor's nominations 
has been rejected this year by the council. 
That was the appointment of a young man 
to be clerk of the Fall River district court, 
but the .speed with which Representative 
George J. DriscoU was confirmed for the 
same job, once the original appointee was 
bumped off, Indicated that it was one of 
those things, or, as the boys at the ringside 
would say, "in the bag."

LIFELONG REPl BLICAN 

You know how women will gossip. Well, 
it seems that some of these good people be- 
came suspicious of Mr. TomassUo's Democ- 
racy and went down to the election com- 
missioner's ofTicc in City Hall and looked up 
his political affiliations. Lo and behold they 
discovered that he had been a lifelong Re- 
publican, at least an enrolled one. until Jan. 
28 of this year when he tore off his Repub- 
lican label and enrolled for the first time 
as a Democrat. 

This sudden decision to become a con- 
vert to the Democratic party was made just 
10 days after Mr. Toma.sello had been 
elected to membership on the state com- 
mittee and several weeks prior to his elec- 
tion as the committee's treasurer. 

As the statutes demand that a period of 
30 days elapse before a new enrolment be- 
comes effective, it now develops that the 
Democrats had an enrolled Republican for 
their state committee treasurer for a brief 
period.

If the Literary Digest poll shows a huge margm agamst 
the New Deal then it would be natural to assume that Roosevelt 
has no chance here in 1936.

'"^^ the ratio of votes against the New Deal is continued and 
the final result shows an impressive majority agamst it, there 
will be some sweeping changes in policy at Washington » >» 'n^- 
possible to ignore the sign posts of discontent among 10,000,000 
voters. Nor is it easy to impugn the accuracy of the Digest pre- 
dictions, because they have hit the mark too often. 

An adverse poll would be a mandate from a very large 
number of people that the President could not possibly ignore. 
The defensive note in his Friday speech shows he is well aware 
of mounting opposition. , 

In this way a straw vote of this size performs a very useful 
function. Congress has really no accurate way of judging national 
puBlic sentiment, save at the polls. But when they see the result 
of a nation-wide inquiry into public sentiment made by a rep- 
utable organization, they are bound to sit up and take notice. 
New Deal measures will be watched much more closely in the 
next session as a result of this poll. 

So far as the direct polls on elections are concerned they 
seem of dubious value if accepted as correct forecasts. 

Undoubtedly another Digest poll will be taken on the lV6b 
election when the Republicans pick a candidate. If it is a close 
election the value of the poll will be discounted. But, if it shows 
a heavy swing to or against President Roosevelt, the election 
will be more or less perfunctory as far as the Presidency is con- 
cerned. . .„„ ' 
SENTIMENT MOVES IN WAVES i 

Public sentiment in this country seems to move in great 
waves. After the Hoover election the Democratic party's obitu- 
ary was prepared. Four years later, after the tremendous Roose- 
velt sweep, the Republican party seemed shattered beyond the 
hope of repair. Once prohibition seemed so strong that Governor 
Smith in 1930 declared outright repeal impossible for years. Yet 
two years later repeal came with a whoop, endorsed by practically 
every State in the country. Even the South and the Middle West, 
the prohibition strongholds, fell in line. 

No President ever took office with higher hopes from the 
people than Herbert Hoover. He seemed an ideal choice — an en- 
gineer of world-wide fame, an administrator with a record that 
no man in this country approached, whose work in the World 
war was the bright spot of American administration. In.four 
years country-wide admiration turned to such positive dislike 
that anyone could have been elected against him. 
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laft had the same experience, though he was a very able, 
high-minded man. 

Roosevelt received a tribute at the polls in 1932 that few 
men ever received. Great as was his popularity at election it 
soared to the skies in 1934, as shown in the State and con- 
gressional elections. It hardly seemed possible that this won- 
drous popularity could be dissipated in years. The New Deal 
seemed just what the people were eager for. 

The New Deal has not changed. President Roosevelt has 
kept to a charted course. It is queer that the New Deal which 
appealed to the overwhelming majority in 1934 is struggling tc 
hold that popularity in 1935 — a year later. But it is struggling. 

BEGINNING TO COUNT THE COST 

It may be that the very sense of security for which the New 
Deal is partly, at least, responsible has helped to change public 
sentiment. When people are frightened and think things are go- 
ing to pot they have few specific criticisms. But, when they cool 
down and realize that the United States will be doing business at 
the old stand for a long time to come, they want to know all 
about this and that. 

Hardly a peep against the President's spending policy was 
heard 18 months ago. Then most people thought it the right 
thing to do. Congress would have been hounded to death if it had 
sought to put any curb on the outflow of billions. We were not 
thinking of anything then but rescue. 

Today, the public mind is turning to the bill to be paid foi 
the past three years and loud are the murmurs of discontent, ever 
among farmers who received a fat share of all the money spent 

It is like a man saved from drowning complaining that th» 
rescuer has torn his new suit. 

Yet, such is human nature. The President must take this int« 
consideration. The Digest poll shows that he is in danger. A ver; 
large proportion of the people are now not "sold" on the Nev 
Deal. If he continues along the same line, ignoring the plaii 
warning, he is inviting trouble. 

He is too shrewd to pass by the danger signals, for his hear 
is on a vindication at the polls next year.' 

The months to come will show a decided revision in the Nev 
Deal — a putting of the political house in order for the battle a 
the polls,

Governor Calls Recommendations of Recess 
Committee Urging Income Tax Levies Over 
Wider Scale and Assessment on Telephone, 
Gas and Electric Lights 'Interesting' and 
Calls for Report by Dec. 20 on Suggestions. 



BOSTON, Dec. 2— (UP)— Term- 
ing: the taxation programme an- 
nounced by the special committee 
on taxation as "intensely interest- 
ing," Gov. Curley said to-day he 
will have the State planning board 
and the advisory lioard collaborate 
in "an intensive study" of the pro- 
posals. 



The ■ bodies will rciwrt to Ihe gov- 
ernor not later than Dec. 20. 

"In the event there are certain 
l^roposaKs in the tax programme 
that are meritorious," the gov- 
ernor said in a formal statement, 
"and I am certain that tliere are 
many, i shall be in a position to 
recommend them to the legislat- 
ture in my annual message In 
January." 

The tax programme suggested by 
the recess commission is calculated to 
yield $17,455,000 in new revenue an- 
nually, and add 200,000 new taxpayers 
to the State's list. 

Gov. Curlcy'n statement follows: 
"The programme announced by the 
special committee on taxation is in- 
trn.scly interesting. There is no sub- 
ject more important or difficult U 
determine as to what ja mst- or un- 
wise, but on this question of taxation 
I have decided to ask the State plan- 
ning board to confer with the ad- 
visory board a..d make an Intensive 
study and report to me not later 
than Dec. 20. 

"In tlie event there are certain pro- 
posals in the tax programme that are 
meritorious, and I am quite certain 
that there are many, I shall be in a 
pasltion to recommend them to the 
legislature in my annual message in 
January. 

"The fact remains that real estate, 
and more particularly home owiiers, 
must receive relief since over a long 
period of year.s organized money has 
been divesting itself of its Just share 
of the burden of taxation, with the 
result that to-day in Massachu.setts 
more than three-quarters of the bur- 
den of the entire cast of government 
Is borne by the owners of real estate." 



Tlie report of the special un- 
paid rece.ss commission on tax- 
ation would add 200,000 new tax- 
payers to the State's list. Ex- 
emptions would be reduced from 
$2500 to $2000 for married per- 
sons, and from $2000 to $1400 for 
single persons. This, it was es- 
timated, would swell the State 
treasury by about $3,500,000. 
The reiwrt moved to halt the clos- 
ing of mills and factories, conclud- 
ing that high taxes play an im- 
portant part in their difficulties. It 
recommended elimination of the local 
property tax on machinery, and sub- 
stitution of a new levy on inven- 
tories of non-manufacturing corpor- 
ations to make up the loss in rev- 
enue to cities and towns. 

The commLssion definitely shied 
away from a sales tax. All members 
felt the sales tax has been unsatis- 
factory in the States where it has 
been tried. 

Among other taxes recommended 
were: A tax of $1 on telephones, to 
be paid by the company, was figured 
to raise about $1,000,000. A revision 
of the lax system on gas and elec- 
tricity would bring in an estimated 
$4,500,000. Tbe commission recom- 
mended a one-half cent tax on each 
100 cubic feet of gas and one-tenth 
cent tax on every kilowatt hour of 
electricity, to repiace the present 
public franchise tax. 

The State's cut out of parl- 
mutuel horse and dog racing 
would be increased from 3 1-2 to 
5 per cent., adding a'oout $600,000 
revenue, and pin ball, bagatelle 
and vending machines would be 
licensed. Non-income producing 
securities would be taxed 2 per 
cent. 

The report was approved by all of 
seven commLssion members. Three of 
them. Rupert S. Carven of Boston. 
Raymond P. O'Connell of Springfield 
and Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Frank A, Goodwin, issued a supple- 
mentary report. In it, they insisted 
tliat unearned incomes and securi- 
ties dividends should be assessed 
more. 



The three commissioners said they 
believed that "this unearned income 
is in a better position to contribute 
to the tremendous welfare costs now 
being borne by real estate than the 
person who works for wages or salary 
the whole year round." 

Chairman William A. Davenport 
of Greenfield also filed a supple- 
mentary report in which he offered 
more drastic recommendations to the 
legislature. Among his recommenda- 
tions were: 

Repeal the tax on Intangibles antf 
substitute a tax on value. 

Tax savings banks and savings de- 
partments of trust companies on 
gross deposits without exemption. 

Tax the depositor for money over 
$1000 in commerci«l accounts of na- 
tional banks and trust companies, the 
tax to be based on an average de- 
posit over the last six months of the 
year. 

Tax at the source, bequests and 
gifts to charitable and other insti- 
tutions now exempt. 

Limit the value of real estate and 
tangible and intangible personal 
property which educational and 
chariatble institutions may hold 
without payment of tax. 

Increase the tax on income derived 
from dealing in intangibles by trusts 
and corporations.

BOSTON, Dec. 2 (iNS)_E(3lief to home owners— real estate now 
bearing more than three quarters of the burden of the entire cost 
of Government in Massachusetts was promised today by Gov. 
James M. Ourlsy as he ordered a study preparatory to tax recom- 
mendations to the legislature in his annual message in January. 

The chief executive found certain proposals in the tax pro- 
gram of the special legislative committee on taxation meritorious. 

Widespread protests were heard in ihe wake of the new 
$17,000,000 tax program unanimously recommended to the legis- 
lature in a report by a special commission. 

Chief among the protest-ants were some 200,000 small wage 
earners hit in revised income tax exemptions. Public utilities 
corporations, chain store owners and horse and dog track operators 
prepared to join against the proposals when they come up for 
hearing next month. 

Exemption for married persons would be placed at $1900

GOODWIN COMPLAINS 

BOSTON— Charges were brought 
by Frank A. Goodwin, member of 
special commission on taxation, to- 
day that the report of the commis- 
sion as published in the news- 
papers of this morning was given 
out prematurely and that he never 
saw the report. Ho also claimed 
that he had been given until this 
Wednesday to examine it.

A.s a means of obtaining more 
revenue and making up a deficit 
which would obtain if real estate 
and industries were relieved, the 
commi.ssion advised taxing inven- 
tories of non-manufacturing corp- 
orations, lowering income tax ex- 
emptions, new franchise taxes for 
Ras, electric and telephone com- 
panies and increased governmental 
receipts from betting on horse and 
dog races. 

The commission, headed bv State' 
Senator William A. Davenport of 
Greenfield, recommended that $10.- i 
625.000 of the additional revenue be 
turned over to the cities and towns 
and $6,830,000 to the common- I 
wealth. The commission's report ' 
was filed with the clerk of the 
House of Representatives. 
Reject Sales Tax 
, A sales tax was rejected because 
I of "unsatisfactory experience" oth- 
er states had with such legislation. 
"High taxes play an important 
part " among the reasons for a de- 
cline in Massachusetts industries, 
the commLssion found, and it then 
suggested the elimination of the 
tax on machinery used in manu- 
facturing. 

"We propo.se," the commi.ssion 
reported, "that the lass of revenue 
to cities and towns through the 
olimination of the machinery tax 
.should be made up to them by 
revenue to be received from the 
levying of the local property tax 
upon inventories of non-manu- 
facturing corporations."

Finding the tax paid bv utility 
companies "is entirelv dispropor- 
tionate to the value of the 
monopolistic privileges enjoyed" 
the commission advocated repealing 
the present franchise taxes 



Utility Proposal 

It proposed a tax of one-tenth 
of a cent for each kilowatt hour 
sold by the electric companies, one 
half cent for each 100 cubic feet oj 
gas sold by the gas companies and 
a tax which would equal one dollajx 
per year for each telephone Iri use 
for telephone companies. 

A tax increase from 3'j per cent 
to 10 per cent on the handle at 
dog tracks and an increase frora 
3' J to 5 per cent on the hagdle 
at horse tracks was recommended. 

Other ta.xation proposals in- 
cluded: 

Tax of $2 per $1000 on non-in- 
come producing securities.

But 
onvprnrif piiripv has made not more 
than a half dozen such appoint- 
ments and now has called a halt. 

The halt came, it is understood, 
when Senator William F. McCarty 
of Lewell made a bid for the post of 
as.sociate commissioner of labor and 
industries, to which Prof. John J. 
Murray of Boston University was 
nominated last Wednesday. 

The Governor is rejxjrted to have 
told Senator McCarty that State 
Senators had received their last 
appointment from him, that three 
dual office-holders in the Senate 
were sufficient. Two are holding 
jobs through Governor Curley. One 
other Is serving through an Kly ap- 
pointment. 

Dual Office Hblders 
Senator William S. Conroy of Fall 
River, member of the State Indus- 
trial Accident Board, and Senator 
Charles T. Cavanagh of Cambridge, 
clerk of the East Cambridge Court, 
are the Curly Senatorial oppointees. 
Senator Jo.seph C. White of Bo.ston, 
in the telephone division. Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities, is the Ely 
man 

Representative Ernest J. Dean of 
Chilmark is the most prominent 
Curley appointment in the House of 
Representatives. For his Curley 
bond issue service he has been nomi- 
nated to succeed Samuel A. York as 
State Commissioner of Conserva- 
tion. 

York Looks to Congress 

Mr. York, by the way. might have 
retained his Ely-gained position had 
he agreed to play ball with Gover- 
nor Curley. But the retiring com- 
missioner refused to open his de- 
partment to Curley appointees. 

York recently told the writer that 
not a Curley man has been ap- 
pointed lO his department since the 
Governor took office. The Commis- 
sioner is an Ely man and contends 
that he still is, despite the charges 
of ,some pohticians that he has been 
wavering.

The licensing of pin-ball, bag- 
atelle and vending machines -was 
estimated to raise $700,000, while 
$600,0000 was seen as additional In- 
come from raising the take at 
dog tracks frorn 3K percent to 5 
percent. 

The elimination of the exemption 
of unearned income was estimat- 
ed to raise $350,000. 

Of chief interest to manufac- 
turers was the recommendation 
that the tax on machinery used 
in manufacturing be exempt from 
taxation. It is now assessed at 
the local property rate. 

To Eliminate Exemptions 

Other recommendations proposed 
by the commission are elimination 
of the income tax exemption on 
unearned income, collection of the 
motor vehicle tax by the State to 
eliminate evaders, a tax of $2 per 
$1,000 on non-income producing se- 
curities, licensing of pin hall, bag- 
atelle and vending machines; make 
the six percent tax on domestic 
dividends permanent when thi> 
present law expires next year, and 
tax the interest on future Lssiicf! 
of securities by State, county and 
municipal governments. 

Out of the $17,455,000 which the 
commission estimates the State 
could collect through the adoption 
of this program by the Incoming 
Legislature, $10,625,000 would be 
turned Into the treasurie.i of the 
cities and towns to help reduce 
their total tax rates, and $6,830,000 
■would ba kept by the Common- 
:«realth to reduce the State tax. 
^Tha sales tax was rejected by 
«ie comml.ssion as a source of new 
revenue, complaining that it had 
not worked out satisfactorily In 
other States where it was tried 
and expressing the conclusion that 
It would not work here. 

Change Domicile Law- 
Pointing out that a widow is de- 
nied a real estate tax abatement 
if her equity in the house is as 
much ,Ts $2,000, the commission 
demanded the repeal of the present 
law wliich permits a person to hold 
$20,000 in securities without pay- 
ing taxes when the Income is le.ss 
thJHi 51,000-a-year. 

Repeal of the law which exempts 
mutual insurance companies from 
paying taxes on their dividend.s 
to policyholders was also recom- 
mended by the commission. A 
change in the law to require per- 
sons to pay taxes here if they live 
In the State six months out of a 
year was urged by the commission 
claiming that this domicile law 
would net $200,000 annually in In- 
come taxes. 

Gasoline Tax for Towns 

While making no specific rec- 
ommendations on the questions, 
the Commission urged the Legisl.i- 
turo to give consideration to the 
alarming" increase in tax-exempt 
real estate used by religious, edu- 
cational and charitable Institutions, 
which jumped from $77,000,000 in 
3932 to over $1,351,000,000 In 1934. 
Tho Legislature was also urged 
to give serious thought to the pro- 
posal to return part of the gasoline 
tax receipts to the cities and 
towns, and to consider the sug- 
gestions for the limitation of the 
State tax on local communities. 

The report of the Legislature 
was approved unanimously by the 
commission, which included Sena- 



tor William A. Davenport of Green- 
field, chairman; Kepresentative El- 
mer C. Nelson of Mllford, vice- 
chairman; Representative Richard 
y. Paul of Canton and Clarence 
N. Eiiirant of Lee, former City Au- 
ditor Rupert S. Carven of Boston, 
Raymond F. O'Connell of Spring- 
field and Regi.strar of Motor Vehi- 
cles Prank A. Goodwin. 

Supplementary Report 
The last three, who were ap- 
pointed to the recess commission 
by Govern or Cur ley, issued a sup- 
plemenlar.\'-~Sf5nement, In which 
they insisted that those pennons 
who receive unearned income from 
dividends and Interest should be 
assessed more. They complained 
that, under the present system, the 
email wage-earner and professional 
workers were being penalized, 
•while the owners of large incomes, 
•were escaping the payment of u 
fair share of the Increasing cost 
pf government. 

In their supplementary report, 
the Governor's nominees to the 
commission said: 

"It is our belief that if any in- 
crease Is to be made In the Income 
tax payments, one class should 
not be singled out to bear this ad- 
ditional burden. By decreasing 
the exemptions in the Income from 
wages, taxpayers are being forced 
to pay an increased income tax. 
while those whose income comes 
from interest and dividends (un- 
earned income), are not being a.s- 
sessed any more, notwithstanding 
the fact that the tax on real es- 
tate has practically doubled since 
1016, at which time the income 
t.ax was .substituted for the tax on 
capital value of this intangible 
wealth. 

Want Large Incomes Hit 
"We believe this unearned income 
is in a better position to contribute 
to the tremendous welfare costs 
now being borne by real estate 
than the person who works for 
wages or salary the whole year 
round. 

"In other words, we believe the 
biisic theory of ability to pay is 
not being followed by adding to 
the burden of the smaller fellow 
and allowing owners of large in- 
comes 10 escape their share of the 
tremendously increased costs of 
government." 

Going further than the full com- 
mission. Chairman Davenport filed 
a supplementary report, offering 
more drastic recommendations to 
the Legislature. His recommen- 
dations were; 

"Repeal that part of the Income 
tax law which relates to intangi- 
bles and substitute therefor a tax 
on value, 

"Limit the amount of money that 
may be deposited in savings tianks 
and in .saving departments of trust 
companies without payment of a 
tax thereon by the depositor. 

"Tax .savings banks and savings 
departments of trust companies on 
gross deposits, without exemption. 
"Tax to the depositor all moneys 
tn excess of $1,000 deposited in 
commercial deparlnients of nation- 
al hanks and trust companies ( now- 
exempt from taxation), basing su('h 
tax on the amount of the average 
deposit of such depositor for alx 
months preceding Jan. 1 in each 
year." 

Relief to Real Estate 
The commission as a whole de- 
clared that Its problem was to find 
relief for real estate and for the 
competitive manufacturing Indus- 
try and to evolve a method ade- 
quately providing for the financial 
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requiremenis ui tno government 
in the Commonwealth. 

The commission asserted that 
real estate was bearing a higher 
tax burden than It could stand; 
' "that the effect of our tax system 
has been to bear down heaviest 
on real estate at a time when it 
could least afford to pay, and that 
the result has been to discourapre 
homc-ownInK by individuals, as 
well as investors in realty." 

Speaking of the tax on industry, 
the commission said: 

"This problem has had the at- 
tention of prior commisslors. 
That there has been a decline In 
the number of maniifacturing con- 
cerns In the Commonwealth during 
the last 15 years is a recognized 
fact. That many of these con- 
cerns migrated to other States is 
also a Itnown fact. How much our 
tax laws had to do with this mi- 
gration we have not been able 
definitely to determine. However, 
heavy taxes we know to be one 
of the contributing causes." 
Many Abandoned MilW 

"Idle factories and abandoned 
mills are the silent and convincing 
evidence of the dls.ister that ha.i 
come upon our people. Failure to 
furnish relief to industry can only 
result in further decline In msnu- 
facturing within our bordeis, with 
consequent increased unemploy- 
ment. 

"One of the elements of exces- 
sive costs entering into production 
in this State Is the tax upon ma- 
chinery. Under existing laws, such 
machinery used in manufacturing 
is taxed at the local property rate, . 
This rate, which has been con- 
stantly increasing for many years, 
has become so burdensome that 
it is partly responsible for the 
transfer of manufacturing activi- 
ties to other States. 

"Kllmlnale the tiix on machinery 
used in manufacturing," the com- 
mission urged. "The effect of such 
action undoubtedly will be the re- 
taining within the State of factor- 
ies now operating, the possible re- 
opening of factories now closed, 
and the nttractitig of new Indus- 
tries to locations within our bor- 
ders. 

"Ths commission Is strongly of 
the opinion, that the legislation 
herein proposed, if adopted by the 
Legislature, will be the greatest 
Incentive to a 'revival of manufac- 
turing,' which is so necessary to 
the prosperity of Massachusetts. 

New Tax In Place 

"We propose that the loss of rev- 
enue to the cities and towns 
through the elimination of the niu- 
chipery tax should he made up to 
them by revenue to be received 
from the levying of the local prop- 
I erty tax upon inventories of non- 
ma luifacturing corporations." 

Elimination of the machinery tax 
and adoption of the merchandise 
tax at local rates should bring $2,- 
000,000 to the local communities, 
the commission estimated. While 
the tax would bo collected locally, 
the State tax commissioner would 
he aiithorized to supervise the dis- 
tribution of receipts, so that a 
town or city giving up Its tax on 
machinery and having no non-man 
ufacturing corporations to lax 
would be relmb\irsed. 

"It is the opinion of the conrmi.s 
sion that, in all fairness to the dis 
tressed pvopcity owners in our 
Commonwealth, some part of the 
tremendous added burden now be- 
ing absorbed by real estate should 
be shared by tlie income taxpayers. 



With this thought In mind we are 
recommending the following 

changes in the Income tax laws: 

Income Tax Change 
"On income from wages, profes- 
sions and employments, we recom- 
mend reducing the exemption from 
$2,000 to $1,400 for a single person; 

with $1,900 exemption for husband 
and wife living together; and $250 
for each child under 18 years of 
age; also providing for a joint ex- 
emption where husband and wife 
together earn more than $1,900. Un- 
der the present law $250 may be 
deducted for each child under 18. 

"In connection with the fi per- 
cent tax on interest and dividend.', 
the commission was unable to 
reach an agreement as to any ac- 
tion, for the reason that three 
members were opposed to any in- 
crease In the present rate; three 
members favored an increase in 
the present rate, and one favored 
a tax based upon the capital value 
of intangibles." 

Protesting that the tax paid hy 
public utility corporations here "is '• 
entirely disproportionate to the 
value of the monopolistic privilege 
enjoyed" by them, the commission 
recommended a change in the fran- 
chise tax law. "A franchise tax 
should be levied upon gas, electric 
light and power companies and tel- 
ephone companies, using as a yard- 
stick the same units of measure- 
ment which the utility uses In 
charging for its services," the com- 
mission said, insisting that this 
proposed tax should be paid out 
of earnings and not passed along 
to the

' The People Must Pay 

Governor Curley has expressed gratlflcatlon 
over the fact that'ihe state will complete its finan- 
cial year with a surplus both In the general and 
highway funds. He says, moreover, that there will 
be no burden on the commonwealth by reason 
of the borrowing of funds because provision was 
made for amortization from gasoline tax receipts. 

If the Governor has a feeling of "extreme 
gratification" because of this situation, he is easily 
gratified. A surplus merely Indicates that receipts 
were greater than expenditures. That is better, of 
course, than an excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts, but the fact remains that the surplus, as 
well as the total amount of money spent, came 
from the taxpayers, or. In the case of loans, will 
eventually come from them. Government costs are 
the important consideration, and the 1935 costs 
are in excess of those of previous years. 

As for the amortization of Indebtedness In- 
curred this year, the gasoline tax may take care 
of it, but where does the gasoline tax come from- 
It comes In the first instance from operators of 
automobiles, but to the extent that motor vehicles 
are used for commercial purposes, such as the 
hauling and delivery of goods. It is passed on to 
the general public. From whatever source derived, 
revenue comes out of the people, and nothing can 
alter that fact. The thing to watch Is total expen- 
ditures, which were larger this year than las , 
and which, by reason of commitments made by e 
1935 legislature, promise to be still higher nex 
year so far as operating expenses are concerned.

ly. he woiild be the last to run for 
public office. If he Ms a member of 
the bar, he sets out that he prefers 
his profe.ssion to any political recog- 
nition. He then soea on eloquently to 
portray that it is hard for him lon!;er 
to withstand the Rrent pressiire that 
has been broucht to bear upon him to 
become a candidate, that it is impo.s- 
sible for him to take any other course 
than to yield to the popular wove 
which has overwhelmed him. and that 
he has .sucoumbed. Insincerity strides 
rampant in the atmosphere of politics, 
fivllization Is waitinp hungrily for 
someone who will openly, and even 
brazenly, admit that his first aspira- 
tion is the public .service, and that he 
will abandon all other occupations to 
secure it. For that is .iust what the 
situation is. There is not a candidate 
who has ever appeared for public oflfiee 
the defeat of whom would clase hanks 
or tie up business. It was once said 
to me by n political possibility that it 
was his patriotic duty to run. He was 
told that it was not. that there were 
plenty of others a.s fit as he to run, if 
he did not.

He has succeeded In flndniK 32 re- 
spectable Republicans, It is his prop- 
osition that they should select a gov- j 
ernor.

former attorney-steneral. He must be 1

this advertisement is not clear enoush, ! 
(here ouffht to be added to it: "He j 
must have presided over the last pre- ! 
primary Republican convention, and 
live in Belmont." 

If anyone can be found, and it is 
likely that he can be, to meet the "ad," 
the.«>c cruel critics intimate that this 
choice would satisfy Mr Benton. And 
yet no one who knows the former 
attorney-Reneral has the slightest 
doubt that he has been actuated by n 
hish purpose, allhouch he now finds 
himself in the ashcan. heels up. 



Knfi now comes Councilor Schuster. 
out of the woods of DouRlas. and he. 
too. hag a plan. Here is a younjr man 
who, in spite of his very human fail- 
ings, is an asset to the Republican 
party, if no more than a net asset,

Next largest source of inconie 
recommended would be a tax of *^ 
on each $1,000 of non-income pro- 
ducing securities, estimated to pro- 
duce $3,500,000 annually. 

The commission estimated a 
similar amount would result from 
lowering exemption under the in- 
' come tax law from $2,000 to $1,400 
for single persons and from $2.bOU 
to $1,900 for husband and wife. 

The commission recommended 
taxing inventories of non-manufac- 
turing corporations (principally 
stores! at the local property rate, 
and estimated this would bring in 
$2,000,000. I 

The licensing of pin-ball, baga- 
telle and vending machines was 
estimated to raise $700,000, while 
$600,000 was seen as the additional 
income from raising the talce at 
dog traclts from 3',^; per cent to 5 
per cent. 

The elimination of the exemp- 
tion on unearned income was esti- 
mated to raise $350,000. 

Tax Exemptions 
Of chief intere.st to manufactur- 
ers was the recommendation that 
the tax on machinery u.sed in 
manufacturing be exempt from 
taxation. It is now as.sessed at the 
local property rate. 

Pointing to the decline in indus- 
trial manufacturing in New Eng- 
land in the past 1"> years, the com- 
mission declared: 

"Idle factories and abandoned 
mills are the silent and convincing 
evidence of the disaster that has 
come upon our people.

To prevent tax-dodging, the com- 
mission recommended the State tax 
all persons with an abode in Mas- 
sachusetts who spend six months of 
the vear here.

"The true watchman must not be I 
a prey to wishful thinking — he ] 
must report things as he sees them | 
and not leave his inquiries in a !

"Unfounded Oplimism" | 

Rev. Mr. Macy, continuing de- ■ 
clared that shallow and unfounded 
optimism is dangerous and blinds 
to realities. "That kind of optim- 
ism keeps bohbin.g up in answer to 
the eager queries of those who art 
anxious to hear that the night of 
deprepsion is over. Our President 
has taken to speaking of 'the recent 
depression.' 

"In the Governor's Thanksgiving 
proclamation there was a pious 
chirp that is belied by all the facts 
— namely, that 'ihc most needy in 
the land today enjoys the fruits of 
his labors in larger measure than 
was the lot of these early sett'TS.'

their bread upon government dole I 
is not changed by the fact that it 
is given through work relief. Liv- 
ing expenses have increased more 
than 30 per cent since the New 
Deal started operations. When the 
NRA went out of busine.ss, within 
the first two months there were 
-.ome fifteen thousand cases of 
lengthened hours of labor or les- 
.sened wages reported to Washing- 
ton. Child labor has again reared 
its ugly head — not alone in the 
South but in the North. I will not 
make you more unhappy by con- 
tinuing the chronicle. There are 
well attested books which will give 
you a headache to read. They tell 
a story of poverty, fear, demoraliza- 
tion that is nauseating in detail. 

"It is still night in international \ 
affairs. The law of the jungle is 
still the law of nations.

"Time would fail me to cover 
the range of human interests. We 
have killed more people by auto- 
mobiles since 1920 that were killed 
in all the wars of the United 
States from the Revolution down 
to date. Still the manufacturers 
lure people on to more and more 
speed and the end is not yet. We 
allow newspapers, magazines and 
radio to flood us with the adver- 
tisement of poison which robs one 
of his control and makes him an 
added menace with a highway loco- 
motive. Gambling takes it terrible 
loll. We in old Massachuselts not 
only tolerate it in forms that woulc 
have made our ancestors shudder 
but we even legalize it. When i 
comes to amusements, what a sigr 
of the darkness of things is sucl 
a spectacle as the walkathon 
marathon. We ought to boycot 
radio stations that, for a fev 
palry dollars, flood our homei 
with the stench of such com 
j mercialized pandering to the jadec 
' ap])etites of this generation. 

' You will think me a pessimist 
Nfi, I am a realist. I am, in addi 
tion, an optimist — and for good 
reasons. In the ftrst place, the 
church is awaking, thank God! 
The day— or rather the night -of 
the old individualistic gospel which 
left both the church and the world 
in social darkness is passing. 
There is a furore over the 'social 
gospel.' That is because it is gain- 
ing ground. There never was any 
stir about it when It was an 'in- 
fant crying in the night.' Now that 
it is a trumpet blast the forces of 
reaction have gotten busy. Thei 
conscience of chuich leaders has 
teen touched. Even if they are! 
cast out, as was their Master, thciri 
witness will not have been in vain. 
There is hope for the world when | 
men and women are willing to: 
suffer and die for the love of God 
and fcllowmnn. a.« well as to diei 
for the protection of property.

"The utter futility of seeking so- 
called new .sources of revenue to make 
it unnecessary for public ofliciaLs to 
reduce the cost of government in Mas- 
sachusetts has been perfectly demon- 
strated by the report of the special 
commission on taxation. 

"After the most frantic scurrying, 
the commission recommends new rev- 
enue amounting to less than five per- 
cent of the $400,000,000 atinual cost of 
government in the state. Its recom- 
mendations totalling approximately 
$n,.')00,000 contrast With an lncrea.se 
I of $21,000,000 In the property tax 
since 1929, an lncrea.se which this 
year would have been $20,000,000 more 
except for loans made for current ex- 
penses of o\ir municipalities. It.s rec- 
ommendations also contrast with the 
1935 state deficit of $22,500,000, a fig- 
ure triple that of a few years ago. 

"Experience shows that few of these 
tax proposals will reach enactment 
st.age in the Legislature. The actual 
revenue received, therefore, will be 
less than a drop in the bucket In 
j comparison with the magnitude of the 
I problem. Tlie report should do much 
! to impress upon the receptive minds 
' of our legislators the truth of our 
frequent assertion that the states sal- 
vation lies along the road of econ- 
omy and efficiency and not In a con- 
stant search for new taxes to fur- 
nish means for new state and local 
expenditures. 

"The report Is encouraging in .some 
phases, although It will be natural 
for each taxpayer to regard it from 
his own personal vlew'point. The 
commLsslon recognlpies that the only 
way to restore emplo.vment to oui 
inemployed In this state Is by asslst- 
nor and encouraging Indnstrv to take

FATE IN DOUBT 

Harvard officials have already

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Draws Storm 
Of' Protest 

In its separate provisions, 
and in its entirety, the pro- 
posed state tax program to

The proposal mo.st generally 
condemned was that, which 
would remove 200,000 small j 
wage-earners from ihe income i 
tax exemption class, by slashing 
exemptions $600.

Governor ilmify had no comment 
on the income lax recommendation, 
hut said he believed the program 
contained many meritorious recom- 
mendations. 

Members of the legislative joint 
committee on taxes held divided 
opinions, but generally went on rec- 
ord against lowering income tax 
exemptions. 

Real Estate Owners and Tax- 

ayers Associations which had been ' 
xpected to approve the program, 
nasmuch as its chief object was 
itated to be reduction of the tax 
aurdcn on realty, actually con- 
iemned it as worthless. 

The Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers Aseociatlone, through its 
president, Reginald W. Bird, de- 
clared: 1 
"The summer's work of this I 
commission would fall to produce 
anything like adequate relief for 
real estate, even If some of its 
conclusions were not debiitable. 

SEES NEW BURDENS 

Declaring the program gave no 
assurance that the millions in new 
revenue would not be "placed at the 
disposal of public officials to create 
new burdens of expenditure," Bird 
continued: 

"It must b« apparent that any 
gurh recommendation as that 
before us c^n do no more than 
gcratch the surface of a problem 
that has Its roots deep In the un- 
responsiveness of many legisla- 
tors to the desperate plight of the 
people who are paying more for 
government than they can afford. 
"Next year Is an election year," 
he said, In a prediction that the 
program is already doomed. 

"It is more than ilkely that 
the memben* of the legislature 
will not desire to go before their 
constituents for re-election upon 
a program of having produced 
^axes.

MERIT SEEN 

The commission report Is the re- 
sult of a three months' survey un- 
dertaken to increase tax revenue 
and at the same time afford relief 
to real estate owners and manu- 
facturers, in the latter case, to halt 
the loss of industrial enterprises to 
the state. 

It is proposed to "snare" 200,000 
new taxpayers by lowering mcome 
exemptions from $2500 to «1900 for 
married earners, from $2000 to $1400 
for single persons. 

Other proposals include new 
franchise taxes for public utility 
companies, increase in the state, 
cut from race tracks and taxes 
on inventories of non-manufactur-! 
ing corporations, on wealth invest-, 
ed in non-income producing secur-j 
itles and on real estate now in 
the tax-exempt class. , 

MURBAT OPPOSED 

Loudest, although perhaps by nf 
means the strongest, was the roai 
of protest against the plan to lowci 
income tax exemptions. 

Representative John A, Murraj 
of Watertown, member of the Icgis 
lalive joint committee on taxation 
indicated he would lead the fight 
against this proposal. He said: 
"I shall oppose any Increase In 
taxes on income In lower brac- 
kets. There are already too many 
burdens on the smaller salaried 
man and woman." 
i He said he also oppo.oed the pro- 
posed franchise tax for utilities, 
but favored increasing the tax or 
•^race handles. 

Representative John J. Murphy, 
of Westfield, another member of 
the committee on taxation, roundly 
criticized the commission's pro- 
posal to tax email wage earners. 
"Why don't they," he suggested, 
"go after single men earning 
$2,500 and over? This group, 
which is legion In the state, 
could very well pay double their 
present income tax and not fe*I 
It." 

Opposition to any plan to lowei 
Income tax exemptions was voiced 
by Representative Bernard Casey 
Dorchester. Casey said he also op 
posed the proposed utility companj 
franchise taxes, but favored thi 
plan to increase the take from race 
track handles and elimination o) 
the tax on machinery. 

City Councillor Clement A. Nor- 
ton, of Hyde Park, joined the pro- 
testants and characterized the plan 
as "the mofit unfair recommenda- 
tion ever made by a legislative 
body."

"has labored and brought forth a 
mouse,"' substantially summed up 
the avalanche of criticism with 
which the report was received to- 
day. 

Even real estate interests which 
the commission sought to relievo 
by devising a multitude of new 
tax levies, expressed disappoint- 
ment in scathing terms. 

To raise some $17,000,000 of new 
revenues the commission aroused 
the hostility of all public utility 
enterprises, the retailers, some 
200,000 small income earners who 
would bear income taxes for the 
first time and persons with small 
incomes from investments who 
would forfeit the exemption they 
have on.ioyed on their first $1000 
of such income. 

Local tax officials immediately 
noted that the $10,000,000 of new 
revenue the commission's program 
would distribute to cities and towns 
would only slightly relieve real es- 
I tate of its present tax levy of 
$269,000,000. 

Although the commission re- 
j jected State Tax Commissioner 
'Henry F. Long's proposal for a 
I sales tax, it levied numerous taxes 
of a sort that its critics immediately 
I called "concealed sales taxes." Ofte 



of these is the tax on store inven- 
tories, which Senator Parkman de- 
clares will inevitably be passed on 
to consumers. 

Consumers generally feared that 
the proposed tax of $1 a telephone 
and of gas and electricity taxes 
would likewise be passed on to 
them, although defenders of the 
commission's program point out 
that these utilities will have to go 
before the State Public tJtilities 
Commission before they can raise 
their rates to include any new tax. 



No Real Dnanlmtiy 

The report was given out as unani- 
mous, but it immediately appeared 

that it wa.s unanimous only in the 
sense that the famous 'Wickcrsham 
report on prohibition was unanimous, 
with each of its 12 members differing 
in various ways with the conclusions 
of the whole. 

On the fundamental issue of low- 
ering income tax exemption without 
increasing taxes on higher incomes or 
on intangibles, the three appointees 
of the Govern or issued a "supple- 
mentary '5T5TPTlient" which avoids the 
name of minority report, but sharply 
challenges the conclusions of the re- 
port.

I was the Equal Tax League when this 
' commission's report was written?"

ECONOMY LEAGUE HEAD 

SAYS REPORT WARNING 

The commission's report drew the 
ire o£ Carl P. Dennett, chajrman of 
the National Economy League, whc 

said: . , , • 

"The report ot the special legis- 
lative committee on taxation shoulc 
serve as a warning to the people o' 
this state of the inevitable results a. 
, reckless expenditure o£ public funds 

Here is a commission appointed by 
the Legislature struggling to devise 
new ways of imposing taxation upon 
the people at a time when every 
effort should be exerted not toward 
devising new means of taxation, but 
toward enforcing economy in public 
expenditures. The study is not 
directed toward a reduction in the 
heavy burdens of taxation, because 
that was not within the scope of the 
commission. It is. rather, an efTorl 
to shift the burden of taxation from 
one class of taxpayers to another. 

"The report recognizes the fact that 
the excessive tax burdens have con- 
tributed to a decline in manufactur- 
ing activities in Massachusetts. It di- 
rects attention to the fact that idle 
factories and abandoned mills are the 
silent and convincing evidence of the 
disaster that has come upon our peo- 
ple. Is this not in itself a sufficient 
warning that the tax burdens in this 
state are already too heavy for both 
industry and employe to stand? 

"What constructive good can be ac- 
complished, in the last analysis, by 
shifting this burden of taxation in 
part at least to the so-called poor, by 
reducing the income tax exemptions 
from $2000 to $1400 for single persons 
and from $2500 to $1900 for married 
persons? This constitutes a warning 
to those of moderate means— to the 
wage earners and those living on sal- 
aries and small incomes— that the 
present excessive cost of government 
must inevitably be largely paid for 
by them. 

"I have no objection to doing 
away with the tax exemption upon 
municipal securities if a study of the 
facts reveals that this is wise and 
necessary. Such taxation, however, 
will be largely imposed upon the 
.educational, charitable .'jnd religious 
Institutions. If the state of Massa- 
chusctt.-; and its political subdivisions, 
make their securities taxable, while 
the securities of adjoining states and. 
their political subdivisions are tax| 
exempt, it will moan that the Massa-j 
chusetls municipalities will be com-f 
polled to pay a higher rate on thcin 
borrowed money than will be paid i 
by the municipalities in states where 
securities are tax exempt, and this 
I added cost will inevitably be reflect- 
ed in increased taxation. 



Per Capita Cost High 

"The net costs of state and local 
governments for 1032 (which are the 
iatost available figures) show that 
there are only four states in the 
Union that had a highaj^ per capita 
cost of government than the state of 
Massachusetts. The per capita cost in 
this stf.te was almost 50 percent high- 
er tharfin the great industrial state of 
Pennsylvania; it was .'it percent high- 
I ci than in Ohio; 60 percent higher 
I than in Indiana; 30 percent higher 



than in Illinois. Comparing these 
costs in Massachusetts with those ot 
the southern states that have been 
tyking our textile industries away 
"from us, we find that the per capita 
cost in Massachusetts was three times 
as much as it was in South Carolina; 
almost three times as much as in North 
Carolina; more than three times as 
m.uch as in Georgia, and almost four 
times as much as in Alabama. 

'•This report brings out the usual 
political course of taxation. First, 
ii'dustry is taxed until it begins to go 
out of existence or moves into other 
states, and then the burden is shifted 
to thfe workers. 

"We need in Massachusetts the 
type of action that has proved such 
a conspicuous success in the Stale 
of Kansas. We need the kind of ac' 
tion that has been taken in the cit> 
of Baltimore, where they have trans 
fcrred the sizable deficit that existei 
^ in 1932 into a balanced budget and ai 
; ample surplus, have materially re 
I duced the oustanding debt, and at th 
; same time have reduced the tax rat 
15 percent. If our Legislature wouli 
direct its attention to this sort o 
statesmanship it would do more U 
promote prosperity for our Industrie 
and our workers than any possibl< 
htudy of methods for new taxatioi 
or shifting the burdens of taxatiot 
can pos?ibiy do." 



NEW TAXES NOT THE CURE, 
SAYS SALEM'S MAYOR 

"New taxes, broadening the tax 
base aren't going to cure what ails 
us,'' declared Mayor George J. Bates 
of Salem, regarding the Cpecial Tax 
Commission's report. 

"What we've got to do is to get 
more men oft the relief rolls and at 
work. Then they can pay rent and 
the landlord can pay taxes. More 
fundamental than taxes is the need 
of improving the industrial situation. 
I A great need is to eliminate strikes 
and all kinds of stoppages of work by 
better employer-employe relation- 
ships. That's what has cost the in- 
dustrial cities millions of dollars. 

"I'm in favor of a sales tax, to help 
in the present relief crisis. But I 
think it ought to be applied to that 
one need and distributed to the places 
where relief is a critical problem. In 
Salem relief costs $80,000 a year when 
I became Mayoi 10 years ago. This 
year it is costing $400,000. That is a 
measure of the problem. Any relief 
for industry will help. 

"The pro.sperity of Massachusetts 
rests on her industries. But new taxes 
will only open the door to larger ex- 
penditures. To get new temporan 

revenue the sales tax is the fairest 
and easiest way to levy," 

BARNES INDORSES SOME 

PROPOSALS IN REPORT 

The commission's proposal to 
broaden the tax base and tax lower 
income brackets was indorsed by 
Ex-Senator George L, Barnes of 
Weymouth, legislative counsel of the 
Associated Industries, who also ap- 
proved of the plan for relieving the 
! tax burden of industries. 
j "There are some things in this re- 
' port that I would not' care to ap- 
j prove and which I should want to 
[ study further," said he. "But I am 
in favor of broadening the tax base 
as a means of making every citizeiv 
contribute something to the cost 
of government — even if it were only 



50 cents— to impress him with to« ' 
fact that it costs to govern. 

"I certainly would not tax'the little 
fellow at the same rate as the big 
fellow, however. I think the rate on 
the man of small income should be 
very low. I also would like to see a 
sliding scale of taxation so that th« 
tax would increase as the cost of gov.- 
ernment advanced. 

"Looking at the plan from the point 
of view of the manufacturer,' I think 
th« proposal to lift the burdens from 
industries is a sound one. Our Indus- 
tries are leaving us so fast that we 
have got to do something to encour* 
age them to remain." 

REP. BURGESS BELIEVES 

SALES TAX SOLUTION 

QUINCY, Dec 2— The general pro- 
posal forwarded by the Sepecial Leg- 
islative Commission for increasing tlia 
revenue by taxation on small incomes 
was much less severe than I ex- 
pected," said Representative Arthur 
I. Burgess of Quincy, chairman of the 
standing committee on taxation of the 
House of Representatives, today in 
an interview with a Globe repre- 
sentative of his law office in 
Quincy sq. 

Following a discussion of some of 
the outstanding proposals. Represent- 
ative Burgess said that the general 
solution of the entire problem of rev- 
enue for state and national govern- 
ments can only be reached through a 
sales tax, which has been suggested 
many times, or by legislative enact- 
ment compelling municipalities to 
curtail their expenditures. "Ot 
course,'' said Burgess, "the entire 
problem simmers down to this. The 
people want expensive local govern- 
ment with improvements and want to 
curtail their expenses at the same 
time. Obviously they cannot have 
both and the simplest solution to me 
i.s to cut down on the costs of local 
government by consolidating depart- 
ments which overlap each other ia 
their functions." 

Representative Burgess, discussing 
the proposed terms of the tax situa- 
tion, branded nuisance taxes as capa- 
ble of producing no revenue t« 
amount to anything and said they de- 
feated their purpose owing to the fact 
that the profit derived from them 
was too small to be of assistance. Ha 
foresaw that the new state income 
tax proposals would aflFect 200,000 
wage-earners owing to the $600 re- 
duction. 

He predicted that the plan to tax 
vending and other machines contain- 
ing games of skill and chance as "a 
flop" which he declared had proven 
worthless when tried out in nearby 
states. 



Fears Utility Tax 

Burgess said in part: "The i^an to 
increase the rates on state and coun- 
ty bond.?, will, of course, increase the 
rates on loans of cities and town'^ 
The diversion of revenue from stocks 
and bonds held by domestic com- 
panies is entirely reasonable, and I 
th;nk the next Legislature will enact 
a Jaw to this effect. The diversion ot 
the automobile excise tax from cities 
and towns will tend to eliminate the 
loss to them because of the lapse of . 
lime between the initial levy and 
collection of the ta'x. 

"I think the increase of 1'4 Pf* 
cent on the dog racing will become 
effective, but I view with alarm the 
increase in a tax on the electric 
light and gas company rates, whiclt 
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I will eventually fall on'the consuming 
public. I can predict that there wU 
be a bitter fight on this proposal and 
I do not think it will succeed

Relief to Real Estate 

The rommi.>sslon as a whole declared 
that its problem wa,^ to nnd relief for 
real estate and tor the competit ve 
manufacturing industry and to evo ve 
a method adequately providing for the 
financial requirements of the govern- 
ment in the Commonwealtli. 

The commission asserted that real 
Pfitate was bearing a higher tax bur- 
den than it could stand; ••that the eKect 
I of our tax system has been to bear 
1 down heaviest on real estate at a time 
; when It could least afford to pay, and 
that the result has been to discourage 
home-owning by Individuals, as well as 
Investors in realty." 

Speaking of the tax on industry, the 
commission eaid; 

■•This problem has had Ihe attention 
of prior commissions. That there has 
been a decline in the number of manu- 
facturing concern.s in the Common- 
wealth during the last In V^ars is a 
recognl/.ed fact. That many of thes. | 
concerns migrated to other States Is 
also a known fact. How much our 
tax laws had to do with thi« migration 
we have not lieen able deliiiitriy to de- 
termine. However, heavy taxes we 
know to be one of the contributing 
causes.' 

Many Abandoned Mills 
Idle factories and abandoned mills 
are the silent and convincing evidence 
of the disaster that has come upon our 
neonle. Failure to furnish relief to in- 
d„, rv can only result In further decline 
in' manufacturing within our borders, 
with consequent increased unemploy- 
ment. 



,, „i the elements of excessive 
costs' entering into production in this 
State Is the lax upon machiner> . Un- 
der existing laws, such machinery used 
in manufacluring is taxed at the local 
property rate. This rate, which has 
been constantly increasing for many 
years, has become so burdensome that 
ft is partlv responsible for the transfer 
of manufacturing activities to other 

••Kliminate the tax on machinery u.sed 
In manufacturing," the commission 
urged. ■•The effect of such action un- 
doubtedly wiii he the retaining wunm 
the State of factories now operating, 
Ihe possible reopening of factories now 
closed, and the attracting of new indus- 
tries to locations svitbin our borders. 

'•The commission is strongly of the 
opinion, that the legislation herein pro- 
posed, if adopted by the Legislature, 
will be the greatest incentive In a •re- 
vival of manufacturing,' which is so 
necessary to the prosperity of Massa- 
chusetts. 

New Tax in Place 
"We propose that the loss of revenue 
to the cities and towns through the 
elimination of the machinery lax should 
be made up to them by revenue tn be 
received from the levying of the local 
property tax upon inventories of non- 
manufacturing corporations." 

The conimlssion explained that local 
communities now tax the merchandise 
of individuals and partnerships at their 
local tax rates, while the merchandise 
of non-manufacturing corporations is 
Included in the so-called corporate ex- 
cess, which carries a fixed rate of $o 
■ per $1000, which has not been increased 
i for 15 years. The commission statetl 
I that this inequitable situation should 
not be permitted to continue. 

Klimination of the machinery tax and 
adoption of the merchandise tax at 
local rates should bring $2,000,000 to the 
local communities, the commission es- 
timated. While the tax would be col- 
lected locally, the State tax commls- 
sloner would be authorized to super- 
vise the distribution of receipts, so that 
a town or city giving up Its tax on 
machinery and having no non-manu- 
facturing corporations to tax would be 
reimbursed. The tax commissioner 
would take some of the receipts from 
the communities that collected more 
than enough, and turn It over to com- 
munities that were low In the bar-

"In connection with the 6 -per cen' 
tax on interest and dividends, the com 
mission was unable to reach »ji agree 
ment as to any action, for the' reaaoi 
that three members were opposed to 
any increase in the present rate; three 
members favored an increase in the 
present rate, and one favored a lax 
based upon the capital value of intangi- 
bles." 

Chairman Davenport was reported in 
favor of the capital tax, Commissioners 
Goodwin, Craven and O'Connell urged 
an increase, and Kepresentatives Nel- 
scn, Paul and Durant opposed a boost 
in the rate. j 

Demanding an increase of about KiOO.- 
000 in the State collections from pari- 
mutuei betting, the commission said: 

Pari-Mutuel Taxes 

"The piiljlic inleiest in pari-mutuel 
bettinK on hor.«c and doR raring has 
manifested it.«!elf to an e.\tent far be- 
yond the anticipation of the most op- 
timistic operator. Surely, it could not 
have been expected that the waRoring 
urge, whicii hnR been dormant for so 
many years In con.'^ervalive Mas.sac-hu- 
setts, would bo sufficient to make It 
possible for the owners of dog traciis 
to pay oft the entire original investment 
in the first year of operation. It seems 
only fair that the people who have 
made it pos.sible to pay for this origin- 
al investment and who will no doubt 
continue to wager to as great or a 
greater extent, are entitled to some 
benefit; and a readjustment appears 
, to be in order, 

"In the opinion of the commission, 
the results of. the first year of pari- 
mutuel betting indicate a tremendous 
success in this type of enterprise in 
years to follow. Kor this reason, it is 
our belief that an Increase in the per- 
centage of the handle at the tracks of 
dog racing from ;f'-j to 111 jier cent will 
be no iiandicap on iho o\\'nei-=, their 
operation in the future being 'velvet.' 
As to the horse tracks, an Inci'ease 
from 3% to 5 per <'ent appears reas/jp- 
ahlp, taking Into consideration the fact 
that the flates of operation will \m- 
doubtcdiy be arranged to eliminate the 
competition from the dog tracks. We 
therefore reconmiend the above stated 
Increases." 

Public Utilities Tax 

Protesting that llie lax paid by public 
utility cor{>orations here "is entirely 
di.^proportionate to the value of the 
monopolistic privileges enjoyed" by 
them, the commlssioti recommended a 
change in the franchise lax law. "A 
fraiiciri.«e lax should be levied upon 
gas, elerlrio light and power companies 
and telephone companies, using as a 
yardstick the same units of measure- 
ment which the utility uses in charg- 
ing tor its Kervlce»i," the commission 
said, insi.'ting that this proposed tax 
should be paid out of cartilng« and 
not passed along to the consumer. 

Discussing the public ulllitics tax, the 
cornmls.'*ion eaid: 

"It seems to the commlBsion after 
careful consideration that those cor- 
porations commonly known ae "Public 
Utilities" are not contributing toward 
the cost of government in proportion to 
the bcnclits which accrue to them be- 
cause of their franchises. 
f "At present utilities pay a local tax 
on their tangible property eimilar to 
all other corporations or individuals. 
The franchise tax is levied upon the 
capital value of each corporation after 
the deduction of the valuation of their 
properties a«se.'<sed locally at the aver- 
Rge rate of the local property taxes in 
til cities and towns.. 



Retirrn Not Enough 

"In the opinion of the commission the 
tax paid b>' Diese utilities is entirely dis- 
pru|)ortionate to tlie value of the mo- 
nopoli.itic privileges enjoyed. During the 
year 11)34 the total amount received from 
gas, electric light and power companies, 
as franfhise laxe.«, was $l,!)iO,2S7, while 
in the same year the total amount re- 
ceived from telephone and telegraph 
companies was $;irKI,!l.'7 or a grand total 
of 51l,;!ni,22(, thus indicating the small 
amount of revenue received lor the 
valuable franchi.^es gianlcd to these 
nionopolistic companies. 

"The commission accordingly recom- 
mends that the basis for the franchise 
tax for public ulililies be changed and 
that a franchise lax be levied upon gas, ; 
electric light and power and telephone , 
companies, using as a yardstick in ! 
measuring the value of the privileges 
which the Stale grants to each such 
utility the same units of measurement 
whici) the utility uses in charging for 
its service. 

"The bill proposes to tax gas com- 
panies for their privileges at the rate of 
Mi cent for each 100 cubic feet of gas 
sold by the company; electric light and 
power companies at the rate of 1-10 cent 
tor each kilowatt hour sold by such 
companies and the telephone companies 
at the rate that will equal $1 per year 
for each telephone in use. 

More Equitable Tax 

"U Is our feeling that the proposed 
tax will more equitably measure the 
value of such franchises than does the 
present tax method, We feel that this 
lax is and should be upon the various 
utility corporations for the special privi- 
leges they enjoy and that it can and 
should he' paid o\it of earnings, without 
nnv Httemlit on their part to pass any 
additional charge along to the user 
of the service. Kven the less success- 
fully managed of these tuibiic utilities 
are showing profits, and in \'iew of this, 
tlie commission makes this rei-om- 
■ndation only because it is convinced 
that such a tax would not warrant any 
increase in rates." 

"It would appear that the possibility 
of closely held corporations either 
a\'nidmg a fi per cent tax upon dividends 
t« ils stockholders or tb* t^ D<r r«nt 

rate of lax on net income through pay- 
ment of excessive salaries to officers 
should he provided against tiy legisla- 
tive enactment. Tlie commi.«.sion ac- 
cordingly recommends certain limita- 
tions upon the amount so deductible in 
determining corporate net income." 

The commission found that games of 
skill or chance had increased by "leaps 
and bounds" in Massachusetts, and so 
recommended that If a law is passed 
making such games legal, a license fee 
of $2j be charged for each game ma- 
chine, and }o for each vending ma- 
chine. 

Several Bills Rejected 

The commission rejected a number of 
bills which had been referred to it by 
the Legislature, .\mong them was a 
hill to grant a JCOOO tax exemption to 
a home-owner. The commission la- 
belled this projiosa! as "unfair." 

lieferring to the hill prttposing a tax 
limit on real estate, the commission said 
the "experiences of other States shows 
clearly that while such a proposal may 
temporarily afford .some remedy. It Is 
likely to create greater difficulties than 
those which it sought to cure." The 
commission added that cities and towns 
now liave ihe power to establish a lax 
limit, excepting Boston. 

In estimating that its proposals would 
raise flT,4,'w,00ti, the commission lii'ted 
the public service franchise tax giving 
jr,.fr<Xi,000 to the Stale; the income tax 
changes turning $t,110,000 more into the 
cijie* and towns; the tax on Intangi- 
bles, |.t,500,CW for the communities; the 
motor excise lax, $200,000 for the local 
t-ommtinitie«!; the savings hank deduc- 
tion change<>, JtOO.OOo for the State; the 
Insurance tax change.

Nobody seems to like the tax com- 
mission's report. Why should they? 
In the first place it utterly ignored 
the first and most important way to 
relieve real estate of its heavy bur- 
den. Tlhat is to keep taxes down. 
It is just as possible for citizens and 
towns and state governments to keep 
taxes down as it is for people to 
live within their reasonable incomes. 
The way the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature piled the expenses on last ses- 
sion was something that ought to 
make the members thereof go and 
hide their heads for lack of simple 
sense. They have laws in soma 
states that won't let the state gov- 
ernment get into debt.

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Schuster Says Ex-Gov Fuller 
' Could Defeat Gov Curley 

Member of Governor's Council From East Douglas Tells 
Woman's Republican Club He Believes the Former Gov- 
ernor Has Right to Appeal to the Voters. Cites Gov 
Curley's Record But Says He Has Built a Powerful 
Machine. 



Hon Wlnfield Schuster of the Oover- 
nor'o Council who succeeded Ills father 
the late Walter Schuster of East Doug- 
las, told the Woman's Republican club 
last night In Maiden High hall that ex- 
Gov Alvan T Fuller could defeat Gov- 
ernor Curley either for the U S Senate 
or for the Governorship in the next 
election. After assailing the record of 
Governor Curley since January 1935, 
Mr Schuster said he didn't think that it 
v;ould be easy to defeat Gov Curley as 
he was "building a vast political ma- 
chine" but did believe that a man with 
a proper appeal to voters of laige in- 
dustrial centers and also to the inde- 
pendent as well as partisan voters, could 
defeat the present Governor. He said 
that Maiden has such a man In ex-Gov 
Fuller who gave Mass a successful and 
dL-'tinguished administration. 

Councillor Schuster's subject was 
"Will Massachasetts Follow Louisiana?" 
and he told his audience that Mass 
fares a great crisis and that the ques- 
tion wasn't Democrat vs Republican or 
New Deal vs Old Deal but "the preserv- 
ation of Mass vs Curleylsm." He said 
also that the people of Mass were see- 
ir.R a reproduction of the government , 
of Louisiana and that the prestige built 
up by Senator David I Walsh and er.- 
Gov Joseph B Ely was being overturned 
and dragged down by the present gov- 
ernor and that the people of Mass were 
now faced with the problem whether to 
al'ow this condition to exist or to defeat 
it in the next elertion Mr !irv,..ct^- 
then went on to tell of the "ouster" 
campaign promoted by Gov Curley when 
he first took office. He referred to the 
removal of Joseph J Donahue and Chas 
M Storey from Boston Finance Com, 
said that Gov Curley had "flagranti) 
disobeyed " traffic rules, iiad filled re- 
munerative positions with members ol 
the Governor's Council In order to gain 
control of that body. He said that 
Governor Curley had secured the re- 
moval of men and women of Democrat- 
ic and Republican persuations who had 
been faithful and efficient in their 
duties. 

Regarding the Governor's "Work and 
Wages" procram. the .sneaker .•said it 
was laise ana woiKed advantageously 
only for "henchmen of Curlsy."

Curky to Seek $2,000,000 

Prison, 
Urges Abandoning 

of Charlestown 



Governor Curiey announced today 
that he will ask the forthcoming 
Legislature to vot« $2,000,000 for im- 
mediate construction of a maximum 
security prison at the Norfolk 
colony. His announcement followed 
on the heels of this morning's at- 
tempted break at Charlestown State 
Prison. 

The Governor advised abandon- 
ment of the Charlestown prison last 
winter and reiterated this recom- 
mendation today. 

The Charlestown prison is IJO 
years old. It was first condemned 
as being unfit for further use more 
than 50 vears ago. At that time a 
new prison was built at Concord 
and the Charlestown prison was 
abandoned for six years. 

But in 1B86 Concord prison be- 
came full and men serving longer 
terms were sent back to Charles- 
town. In 1921 the prison was exam- 
ined by a committee of state 
officials who urged that it be immedi- 
ately razed. A year later Cameron 
W. Forbes, criminologist appointed 
by the State, condemned the prison 
in the strongest terms, calling at- 
tention to the shops as being poorly 
built, inadequately lighted and con- 
I stituting a fire menace. 
i It has been noted that every com- 
' missioner of correction for the past 
15 years has recommended that 
Charlestown prison be abandoned. 

The prison was planned for 70( 
men. but is now jammed with 900 
It Js interesting to note that over- 
crowding was blamed as a prime

STATE HOUSE, Boston. Dec. 2.— 
The reveoling survey being conducted 
by the legislative committee on Ways 
and Means is expected to re.sult with 
that board aligning itself with Gover- 
nor James M. Ci u-loy in 1938 for a $9,- 
000.000 l)OTTrnSsiie for institutional im- 
provements. 

The bond Issue, first mentioned by 
the Governor a few months ago, will 
be one of the major i.ssues to be .<;ettled 
in the connng year. The Ways and 
Means committee unofflcally reports 
improvements at institutions are im- 
peratiie. During the past weeks mem- 
bers of the committee have visiter! in- 
stitutions including penal institution.^. 
The need of remedial action is goner- 
ally admitted by a majority of the 
committee. 

During the past session Governor 
Ciirley sought passage of a $7,500,000 
bond issue for public building con- 
struction but met with defeat. During 
his tussle with the legislature he wa.s 
.suprxjrted by Uep, Prank B. Coughlin. 

At the present time there appears to 
be no hope of pa.ssage of legislation in- 
creasing the state's bonded indebted- 
ness. But with the anticipated flood ol 
jobs to be given deserving legislators 
about February or March, there is 
great possibility that the $9,000,000 pro- 
gram .said to be considi'red by the Gov- 
ernor, will receive full support from 
his former backers. 

Immediately after proragation of the 
legi-slature, fire gutted a building at 
tlie Metropolitan hospital in Matta- 
pan. At that time Governor Curley in- 
dicated he would appeal to the legis- 
latvire in 1936 for a bond i.ssue to mod- 
ernize such state property. 

With the hospitals for the feeble 
minded providing homes for many res- 
idents of the state from the age of 
three or four until death, aggravated 
by many adult admissions, the Ways 
and Means committee is said to recog- 
nize the need for enlarging such insti- 
tions. 

Corridors of sanitariums are being 
used to house patients whose admis- 
sion is reported to have been insured 
oy political influence of office holders. 

During the administration of Gov, 
Joseph B. Ely the legislature author- 
ized expenditure of $20,000,000 for an 
institutional building program, but 
nembers of the Ways and Means com- 
,-ftittee express definite disapproval of

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The Tax Revision Report 

To tl)Ot,e who are most familiar 
with the tax situation in this com- 
monwealth the special legislative 
recess commission on taxation, in 
its findings of new sources of taxes 
which would relieve the real estate 
situation, is like the mountain 
which labored and brought forth a 
;niouse. 

The taxes now paid by the munic- 
ipalities of the stale on real estate 
alone amount to about »210,000,000. 
Ta.xes on personalty, fees and the 
like bring the local revenues up to 
about $300,000,000. Other sources 
of taxation in the commonwealth, 
including the income tax, amount 
roughly to $80,000,000. 

If ■ ' proposals of the recess 
commission should duly be enacted 
by the Legislature and should yield 
the $17,000,000 of new tax money 
estimated by the commission, the 
tax .-iitualion would be scarcely af- 
fccteii. If $10,000,000 went to the 
citie.< and towns, &a the commission 
proposes, it would amount to about 
3 per cent of their present reve- 
nue?. If the other $7,000,000 went 
to the state, there is not the least 
assurance that it would have the 
effect of reducing by any amount 
the state tax on cities and towns. 

Tax revision of the extent pro- 
posed is not the kind that can give 
the municipalities the relief that 
they need. Three per cent added 
to the present revenues means but 
the slightest reduction of the load 
on real estate, which is now the 
cltief^threat to government in this 
commonwealth. Such tax revision 
as is proposed cannot lessen the 
imperative need of governmental : 
economy, of which the commission ! 
says nolhi:ig, since from the start 
it has regarded economy as not i 
coming within its province. 

What Gov Curley will do about 
the report seems Uncertain. He is 
variously reported as pleased with 
it and as displea.sed with it. It 
ecems, however, that, while he is 
reported as liking some of the fea- 
tur 5 of the report and as willing 
to push them in the Legislature, 
he proposes to have a new study 
made of the tax situation, with 
nothing to indicate what may be

BOSTQN, Dec. 3. -Governor Cur- 
ley said this afternoon that the 
prison break at Charlestown woul'l 
not alter his originally announced 
plan of recommending a number 
of Chriotmas pardons to prisoners. 
He also said that he would renew 
his recommendation to the Legis- 
lature that the State Prison be 
abandoned and that a 'maximum 
security" institution, costing two 
million dollars be built probably at 
the Norfolk Prison Colony. 

The Governor's Council last 
wee kpardoned 14 inmates of penal 
ingtitutions under parole condi- 
tions and gave a full pardon to a 

i woman who had been paroled 
' some time previously. 

The Governor said he expected 
to issue another statement after re- 
ceiving a report from Commission- 
er of Correction Arthur T. Lyman. 

"I believe It is Impossible," the 
Governor said, "except for guarded 
walls and other methods to 
restrain the natural impulse for 
liberty. It is natural to expect a 
man who sees a chance for free- 
dom to take advantage of it. 

"The prospect of a pardon in re- 
turn for exemplary conduct should 
serve as an inducement to con- 
form to the rules and regulations 
of an institution, and I believe it 
has a tendency In that direction. 
While it Ih a powerful Incentive, 
what took place at Charlestown 
only shows that human nature and' 
Impulses can't be be governed by j 
regulations and promises of re- 
ward." I 

The Governor said records 
showed that none of those partic- 
ipating in the break today had ap 
plied for pardons.

FULLER CAN WIN 

Asks That G. 0. P. Have Him 

Oppose Curley in 1936 

Winfield Schuster, member of the 
Governor's council, last night urged 
Republicans to nominate former 
Gov, Alvan T. Fuller to oppose Gov. 
Curley In the 1936 election, warning 
that Curleyism is slowly strangling 
the Ideals and Industry of the com- 
monwealth. 

A large audience of women, mem- 
bers of the Maiden Women's Repub- 
lican Club, applauded his tribute to 
Puller and his sharp attack on the 
Governor in the auditorium of the 
Maiden high school.

FACE STIFF FIGHT 

Indications last night were that the 
proposals for new tax levies will meet 
with the stiffcst kind of opposition and 
tho opinion was freely expressed that 
they would not bo adopted by the in- 
coming Legisialure.
